W a sh in g to n , 
D ecem ber 29th.—Carroll 
D. W right, C hief Clerk of th e Labor B u­ 
reau, to-day issued a report,on strikes in the 
U nited 
States, em bracing 
a 
period in ­ 
volving the years from 1882 to 1886. 
T he 
Pacific coast has been, as the statistics 
show , singularly free from serious labor 
troubles. 
New Y ork leads the list iu im ­ 
portant strikes, Pennsylvania is second, 
Illinois third, Ohio fourth and M assachu­ 
setts filth. 
T he statistics for California 
show that during the period covered by th e 
investigations of the. B ureau there were 107 
strikes, eightv-eight ordered by labor or­ 
ganizations and nineteen voluntary. N um ­ 
ber ol establishm ents closed and aggregate 
of days lo st’hy strikes, 15S; strikes success­ 
ful, 77; partly successful, 1; failed, 29- loss 
involved by strikes. $324,029; assistance 
given strikers, $70,55-1. 
Before tire strikes 10,977 men, were em ­ 
ployed; afterw ardr, 10,823. 
A 
total of 
1,371 new em ployes were at work after the 
strikes, and 10O m en were brought from 
other points lo take places. 
T he num ber 
of strikes that have taken [dace in Cali- 
n ia cannot be given. 
So far as the facts 
collected by th e B ureau 
show , all the 
strikes th at have occurred in th at State 
w ere in San Francisco. O akland and Stock- 
toD, the vast m ajority being in San F ra n ­ 
cisco. 
In 1882, only three strikes were re­ 
corded in San Francisco—one of fruit-can 
sealers against a reduction for im perfect 
work, and two by m oldéis in the iron­ 
w orks for additional helpers and increase 
of wages, all of w hich were successful. 
Iu 1883, the Sail Francisco boot and shoe 
em ployes struck and m ade a successful 
strike for increased wages. 
Tiiey were out 
ninety-eight days, and got an increase of 
tw enty-five cents per day. 
T he coopers in 
San Francisco also m ade a successful strike, 
being out thirty-four days and getting an 
increase of tw enty-five 
cents "per day. 
Dom estic servants in San Francisco struck 
against the em ploym ent of colored help, 
and failed. 
T he m en in the brassw orks 
struck for increased wages, and failed. 
T he com positors struck against the em ­ 
ploym ent of non-union m en. 
Fifty prin­ 
ters were out from Ju ly 30th to October 
30tb, and finally failed. 
In th at year 2,680 railroad em ployes 
struck for higher wages, were out tw enty- 
one days, and failed. 
T he estim ated cost 
of this strike to the em ployes was $55.300, 
and to th e em ployers $25 000. 
T he generai 
telegraphers' strike th at year is em braced 
in a separate report m ade by the Com ­ 
m issioner. 
T he deek-hnnds employed on Ihe San 
Joaquin river struck at Stockton for an 
increase of w ares, and failed, as did also 
t h e ’longshorem en a t San Francisco. 
T he 
eoal-passcrs and firem en em ployed in San 
Francisco struck for an increase of pay, 
and got it. 
In 1884, the painters em ployed in San 
Francisco struck, and obtained an increase 
of fifty cents a day. 
T he nailers in th e 
O akland N ailw orks struck against a reduc­ 
tion of wages, arifi f.filed. 
T he m achinists 
and blacksm ith em ployed in San Francisco 
struck three tim es d uring the year against 
the em ploym ent of apprentices and n o n ­ 
union m en, faihug in two casts and suc­ 
ceeding in one. 
In this year the cigar­ 
m akers in San Francisco also struck, an d 
were locked out by the em ployers for a con­ 
siderable period o f tim e. 
'This lockout cost 
th e m en, it is estim ated, by the Labor 
Bureau, $40,218. and the employer.- $27,475. 
T here was only one strike o f'any im por­ 
tance recorded in year 1385, w hich was o f 
th e employes at the ironw orks in San F ran ­ 
cisco, who struck against a reduction of 
wages and succeeded in th eir dem ands 
T here w ere 1,182 m en o ut o f w ork for tea 
days. 
T heir loss on account of wages was 
$27.691, and the loss to th e em ployers 
$6.950. 
’ 
In 1886 there were tw elve strikes recorded 
as having taken place in San Francisco and 
O akland, 
fh o cutters of San Francisco 
were successful in their dem and for in­ 
creased wages. 
T he cooks and w aiters on 
steam ship lines struck for an increase of 
force and better treatm ent, and against ob­ 
noxious rules. 
T hey were beaten by the 
employers. 
T he bakers struck against em ­ 
ploym ent o f foreign labor, and were suc­ 
cessful. 
T h ” boilerm akers struck against 
the em ploym ent o f non-union m en in one 
case, and in another struck 
in 
sy m ­ 
pathy 
w ith 
strikers 
elsewhere. 
Both 
strikes 
failed. 
T he loss 
to the m en 
was $59.500, and the loss to the em ployers 
is not recorded. 
T he m achinists, boiler­ 
m akers. e tc . em ployed in the iron sh ip ­ 
building works, struck against the em ploy­ 
m ent of non-union m en. 
T he? were par­ 
tially successlul. 
The loss to.the men was 
$48,000, and to the em ployers $62,000. The 
telegraph m essengers struck for a fixed rate 
of wages, and succeeded. 
The deck-hands 
and others em ployed on San Francisco 
steam ers struck for additional pay of fire­ 
m en, and failed. 
The drivers and con­ 
ductors on street railroads struck for the 
right to belong to labor organizations, an d 
sncceeded. 
T he conductors and brakem en 
on the cable cars struck for a reduction of 
hours of labor and an increase of wages 
twice during the year, and failed each tim e. 
The loss of these strikes to the m en was 
$33,000, and to the em ployers $110,000. 
In 
O akland 
th e 
nailers and nail-w orkers 
struck against a reduction o f wages and 
against feeding their ow n m achines, at a 
cost to th e m en of $7,600, and to the em ­ 
ployers of $22,500.

THE COXING CITEOS FAIR. 


The annual Convention of the American 
Hortkultnrdl Society is to be held at Sun 
Jose, in this State, January 24th. 
At that 
time a citrus fair is to he opened there. 
The proposition wrs discussed in the State- 
Iloard of Trade at San Francisco on Tues­ 
day, and it was resolved to give the scheme 
cordial support. 
W e publish this morning 
an invitation from the San Jose Fair man­ 
agers asking Sacramento to take a section 
in the exhibition, and to send a representa­ 
tive delegation also. < >f course the invita­ 
tion will be accepted. 
The Board of Trade 
and improvement and Immigration Asso­ 
ciations will be proper agencies to organ­ 
ize tlie Sacramento exhibit, and will proba­ 
bly consent to do so. There will be 110 
difficulty whatever in making a splendid 
showing, and that, too, with very little effort 
and not large expense. Indeed, if permitted, 
Sacramento could send exhibits in variety 
and quantity to half fill the exposition 
building. 
The fair is for Central and 
Northern California, and not for the Santa 
Clara valley and bay counties only. 
No 
misapprehension should obtain on this 
head. 
The occasion is a very important 
one. 
The assembling of the Convention 
in California means the bringing into the 
State of a large body of men skilled in and 
broadly informed upon the cultivation of 
fruit. 
Their report on their return East 
will have great weight with the people 
there. 
They are not men at all likely to 
lie deceived, or to go into ecstacies of com­ 
plimentary enthusiasm in the houses of 
their hosts. 
They will occupy a critical 
attitude, and want to know the reason for 
every proposition made, and to examine 
the proofs adduced in support of it. 
It is 
before precisely such men that we can liest 
afford to lay an exhibit of the citrus fruit 
capacity of the north section. 
From that 
they will form a correct estimate of our 
climatic conditions, and coupled with the 
observation they will make of the country 
through which they pass, wc can rest 
assured that wc wiB have impartial .judg­ 
ment at their hands. 
The present plan is to have the Conven­ 
tion hold part of its session at San Jose, 
and then adjourn to Riverside for tiie clos­ 
ing sessions. 
Sjieakingof that plan in the 
State Board of Trade, President Hatch 
-aid “that the sessions in Riverside will be 
entirely useless. After what some of us 
have seen in Oroville we may feel con­ 
vinced that there is nothing that can lie 
produced in the State which cannot he 
shown at San Jose. 
Wc can show all they 
can at Riverside, and a good deal besides.” ' 
This is very true, but Mr. Smith, of Contra 
C 'ista, expres.-od cool thought when lie 
said, "It would be just as well to have the 
Riverside session, that the hortionlturisLs 
might have opportunity to contrast the 
products of the different sections.” 
Mr. Smith's judgment is correct. 
It 
would be unwise to attempt to prevent the 
visit to the south, though, as Mr. Hatch 
says, we can show any product that can he 
exhibited there, and a good deal more. 
But any effort looking to that end would 
be considered at the south as unfair and 
as indicative as a jealous disposition. On 
the contrary, the people of the north are 
not at all jealous of the south. The Exst­ 
ern horticulturists ought to visit the south­ 
ern portion of the State. 
H is a part of 
California, and one in which all Califor­ 
nians take honest pride. 
The center and 
north have no reason to fear comparisons. 
The Californian, true to the State’s best 
interests, is for the whole State; for home 
first, of course, hut for the State and every 
part of it. 
IvCt there he diligence, there­ 
fore, in making the Sail Jose fair one nota­ 
ble 
and representative in all respects. 
Every section of Northern and Central’ 
•California ought to contribute to it, and 
we doubt not will do so. 


THE GOVERNOR AND PBISON LABOR. 


The < ioveraor says, in a recent interview 
with him, that he has the cordial co-oper­ 
ation of the Prison Directors in hispían 
o f working the convicts in three shifts in 
the San (¿uentin jute mills. 
He says: 
I n connection with San Quentin Prison I de- 
s 1 re to say that it is my intention—mid in this I 
La-.e the cheerful cc-operation or the Directors 
—m at double, or for that m atter, triple shifts 
snail be used in working the jnte m ills. I 
know I am told th at F itch an undertaking is 
fraught with peril, and th at Iheie is great dan- 
f 
r of the convicts escaping etoiight. However 
am willing to give it a trial. 
My idea of it is 
th at the worst convicts should be worked dur­ 
ing the daytim e, and the men of good conduct 
be worked at night only. As for-rutting electric 
wire* and extinguishing lights etc., this oppor­ 
tunity will t»e placed beyond their reach, and, 
besides, they will have very little tim e left for 
such am usem ent. At ail even's we’ll try it. 
And why not? 
Instead o f -duplicating 
plants many great manufacturers put on 
two and three shifts of men, and ¿bus ac- 
•complish cn loss invested capital all needed 
results. 
In the chief manufacturing in­ 
dustry of this city the works are run upon 
that plan a large part of the time. 
JLi is a 
plain understandable business proposition 
th e( iovernor.makes, and, as he.-ays, it is well 
worth a trial. 
It is gratifying to know 
tit.it .the 1 rison Directory is in harmonv 
with the Executive in this matter, for it 
insures fair, thorough and business exper­ 
iments, and results upon which a fixed 
policy can he based.

It is our part 
to stay their progress here, and induce 
them to visi t the Sacramento val ley. V.e can 
confidently rely upon that visitation doing 
for us all we can desire. 
A ease in point 
is that of a citizen of Sacramento who 
met one of these intending settlers, en 
route to Eos Angeles. 
Being induced to 
stop over here, a wager was 
oflbred, 
which he accepted, that the two should 
go 
up 
the 
valley 
upon 
the 
east 
side of the river and return upon the 
west. 
If the stranger should declare 
himself unsatisfied, the Sacramentan was to 
pay the expenses of both. 
If the visitor 
found the representations made to be tin- 
exaggerated, and if he was content alter 
the examination of the region to remain 
in Northern or Central California, then 
eaelt was to pay his own expenses. 
Before 
the journey was half-completed the Exst­ 
ern man yielded, and as a result bought 
him a home in a northern county and lias 
gone East to bring out his family. 
Fnquestionably all we need to do for 
those who arrive here is to induce them 
to spy out the land. 
The greatest density 
of population of Interior California is to 
ba in the Sacramento valley'; it is only a 
question of time when that fact will he 
realized in numbers. 
But the time may­ 
be greatly lessened by intelligent, vigorous 
and well-directed efforts on the part of our 
present population. 


CHINA. 
A typhoon in the China Sea did much 
damage to fJnipping. The British s t e a m e r 
V or tiger n foundered, but all 011 board were 
saved.

At Shanghai ¡1 Chinese thief is being 
starved to death in a cage, while undergo­

, place, expused to the jeers of the populace. 
JAPAN. 
A scheme to secure pretty Japanese girls 
for export to the Fnited States has been 
frustrated by the Tokio police. 
The Canadian Pacific steamer I’arthia had 
a very rough voyage from Vancouver and 
was considerably damaged. The Captain 
had a leg broken by being knocked down 
by a sea. 
The United States steamship Omaha has 
arrived at Nagasaki, having on bo^rd the 
Corean Embassy accredited to the United 
States. 
The Emperor has been slightly unwell 
for several days. 
The Wakanotira Morn, carrying 1,840 
emigrants, left Yokohama on the 27th of 
November, bound for the Hawaiian Is­ 
lands. 


A G ood M ove. 
The following plan of securing the plant­ 
ing of fruit trees and vines might be profit­ 
ably adopted throughout all the northern 
counties. The Yolo Mail says: “ A hun­ 
dred farmers and rich land-owners of Yolo 
county have organize ! into a syndicate 
which they style the X. C. B. D. C., which, 
being interpreted, means ‘ Northern Citrus 
Belt Development Company.’ Each mem­ 
ber of this organization 'pledges himself to 
plant from ten to twenty acres to fruit 
trees or grape vines the coming season. 
The organization has adopted stringent 
rules for its government, aud if any one of 
the number fails to comply with his obli­ 
gations to so plant said ten acres, he is 
bound in writing to make a free deed of 
that much land to the syndicate, said for­ 
feiture and the proceeds thereof to be de­ 
voted to the establishment of an orphan 
asylum in Woodland. The President of 
this company of enterprising farmers is 
Charles Coil; Vice-President, Charles Hop- 
pin; Second Vice President, William Gib­ 
son; Third Vice-President, Amos Gable; 
Secretary, George W. Woodard; Treasurer! 
David Diggs; Corresponding Secretary, Ben 
Ely. The elective officers and ex oificio 
members of the Board of Directors, which 
includes also Asa Morris, Charles Dav 
William Hatcher, G. W. Scott and Henry 
Saling. One hundred farmers have joined 
this society, which 
was 
instituted 
so 
quietly, that were it not for the agility of 
the Mail reporter, the public might still be 
in ignorance of the existence of such an 
organization.” 


POOR ECONOMY. 


The hope has been entertained that the 
present Congress would made liberal ap­ 
propriations and order active work with a 
view to beginning the long delayed task of 
improving the navigability of the Sacra­ 
mento river. The news from Washington 
now is that these hopes are to he dashed. 
That the President may go into the cam­ 
paign with a showing of economy, river 
and harbor appropriations will lie cut 
down below the needs reported by the Gov­ 
ernment engineers. 
If the Administration 
is not unjustly charged, it is endeavoring 
to force tariflf reduction by refusing to 
permit necessary expenditures, and thus 
make the surplus appear as large as possi­ 
ble, and at the same time reduce tlxe costs 
of government to the lowest possible fig­ 
ure. 
But it does not need much intelli­ 
gence to understand that suclt a policy is 
not ¡11 fact one of economy. 
The need for 
river and harbor improvement upon the 
Pacific Coast is pressingly great, and it 
can not lie denied now without entailing 
upon the Government immensely greater 
cost presently.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


POLICE COURT. 


A S tu b b o rn T h ie f G ets IOO D ay s in tlie 
C h a in -G an g . 
The town is very quiet, anti the num ber 
of arrests by the police are not up to the 
average. Two cases of pf t'v larceny came 
np before Judge JJucklev yesterday1, m orn­ 
ing. 
That of J ihu Sullivan was lirst 
called, and be sharply' entered a plea of not 
guilty. A trial resulted in his discharge. 
W illiam Morrison beard the charge of 
burglary read against him . On motiomof 
the City Attorney the charge was reduced 
to petty larceny, and the defendant said he 
guessed he would have to enter a plea of 
guilty. Judge IJuckley told him that he 
would be allowed to enter whatever plea he 
wished. The Court further stated that if 
the defendant was going to act stubbornly, 
a plea of guilty would not be accepted, as 
he did not wish Morrison to go about tell­ 
ing persons that he had to plead guilty. 
M oirison, however, insisted on entering 
that plea, and the trial proceeded. W it­ 
nesses testified to having seen defendant 
going out of the Dewitt building with a 
comforter under his arm, and also to hav­ 
ing seen him try to dispose of a looking- 
glass. which was stolen property. Morri­ 
son tried to make aa excuse, hut it was a 
very bungling job. 
H e would not tell 
where the comforter was, and the Court 
said for that reason he would make the 
sentence a heavy one. 
All were of the 
opinion that the charge of burglary could 
be successfully sustained against him . The 
judgm ent was .$100 or 100 days in the 
county jail.

S trange D oin gs of a C hild In th is C ity— 
A d roit T h efts by a K lep tom an iac. 
W ithin the last year or two. at frequent 
intervals, residences in the southern part 
of the city have been entered by day, and 
articles of jewelry and clothing stolen. For 
a long tim e no clue could be obtained to 
the perpetrator of the thefts. At last, and 
by mere accident, it was ascertained that 
they were committed bv a 12-year-old 
child, named Amy Cook, who resides with 
her parents—who are estimable people—at 
Seventh and O streets. One day, nearly a 
year ago, the residenceof Judge Armstrong, 
917 0 street, was entered, and a pair of 
pearl opera glasses, some gloves and other 
trinkets taken. Nothing was heard of the 
property, though diligent search was made 
for it, until a few weeks since, when the 
elassc-s were seen in the possession of a 
little girl, who, upon being questioned, 
stated that she had received them from 
Amy Cook. Subsequently nearly all of the 
property was recovered. Later another resi­ 
dence in the vicinity was entered, and some 
jewelry taken. On being questioned the 
girl admitted having taken the property, 
and returned it to the owners.

stories coming to the ears of her parents, 
A STRICT WATCH WAS KEPT 
Over her, hut she would often escape from 
her home, and remain away for days at a 
time, and nothing could be ascertained of 
her whereabouts until she would return 
and tell her parents where she had been. 
She would, with unselfish liberality, often 
gAie away what she had taken, to her Little 
Irieuds. 
In this manner a valuable gold 
watch 
was 
recovered 
and 
returned 
through the 
agency 
of 
the 
police 
to 
the owner. 
Tor 
a 
long 
time 
her parents confined her closely in her 
room, in hopes of cuiing her of her un­ 
fortunate mania, but if she was left un­ 
guarded for a mom ent she would desert 
her home. At one tim e she was absent for 
two days, sleeping at nights in a stable. 
After this her parents, for whom the neigh­ 
bors manifest unbounded sympathy, con­ 
fined her in a room with bonds she could 
not break. Yesterday she was relieved of 
them in order to allow her to have a hath 
and a change of clothing. A moment after 
being released, her m other was called down 
stairs. 
This opportunity to escape was 
immediately availed of by the girl, and 
quickly leaving the house, she went to the 
residence of Judge Beatty, at Seventh and 
M streets, and gave it a thorough ransack­ 
ing. She examined every nook and corner 
on the upper floor, and turned the contents 
of the bureau drawers upon the carpets, 
taking only what suited her fancy. Hav­ 
ing completed her search, she gathered up 


A BUNDLE OF GOODS 
And left the house, taking with her a key 
to an outside door. An examination of 
the premises revealed that she had taken 
$21 50, some lace handkerchiefs, a large 
silk handkerchief, a pair of lady’s new kid 
shoes and a pair of kid gloves, the property 
of the nurse girl. She also took some of the 
clothes and dresses of the daughter of 
Judge Beatty, together with several other 
small articles. 
A jewelry box containing 
several pair of valuable gold sleeve buttons 
was emptied of its contents, but they were 
left. As she was leaving the house she was 
met by Judge Beatty’s little daughter, with 
whom she stopped and talked, having the 
stolen articles then in her hand. This did not 
arouse Alma Beatty’s suspicion that any­ 
thing was wrong, because a short time pre­ 
viously Amy had come to Judge Beatty's 
house and represented that her mother was 
a widow, with seven small children de­ 
pendent upon her tor their support. She 
begged of Mrs. Beatty some old clothes of 
which she said her brothers and sisters 
were much in used. One of the peculiar­ 
ities of her exploits while at Judge Beatty’s 
was, that having found a dress too small 
for her, she procured a pair of scissors and 
attempted to cut off the trimmings, but left 
the task unfinished. Another evidence of 
cunning is the fact that the child locked 
the rooms she ransacked, thus preventing 
access to them while she was there.

Opinions difler as to the motive of

child. 
Some think she is actu­ 
ated by a vicious, thieving disposition, 
but the most of those acquainted with 
the facts believe her to be a klepto­ 
maniac, one in whom the propensity 
to 
steal 
is 
irresistible. 
Usually 
in 
this m an ia, which is recognized in the law, 
the unfortunate person docs not seek to 
dispose of the plunder, but either hoRrd3 it 
or gives it away. 
It is not known that 
Amy 
sells 
that 
which 
she 
steals, 
but 
she 
frequently 
gives 
it away. 
The kleptomaniac is usually as cunning as 
the genuine thief, but notalw avs as expert. 
Often these un fortunates act so foolishly as to 
positively prove their unfortunate insanity. 
A professional thief would hardly have 
entered Judge Beatty's house in broad day 
with the servants about the premises, as she 
did. or have stopped and talked with Alma 
Beatty as she did, and have offered no ex­ 
planation of her presence where she had 
no right to be. 
H er tender.years, prepos­ 
sessing m anner in other respects, the char­ 
acter of her surroundings, the absence of 
necessity or want, the frequency of her 
thefts and her apparent insensibility to the 
enormity of her crime, and the fact—be­ 
lieved—that she does not sell her plunder, 
justify the charitable conclusion that the 
girl is a kleptomaniac, and so her unfor­ 
tunate parents regard her. They also justify 
the suggestion that she should he properly 
confined and treated for her mental disease.

THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


M -Street K etid e n ti M oving to H ave It on 
T h eir S treet. 
In accordance with a call published in 
the R e c o rd -U n io n of yesterday morning, a 
large num ber of the property holdeis on 
M street, from Fifteenth to Twenty-eighth, 
met last evening at George Lichthardt’s 
store, corner of Eighteenth and M streets. 
The meeting was held in w bat is known as 
East End Hall, and organized by electing 
Dr. F. M. Shields Chairman and J. H. Platt 
Secretary. W ishing to make a permanent 
organization, they formed a club, which 
will be known as the Fourth Ward Im ­ 
provement Association, and the temporary 
officers of the organization were declared 
the perm anent officers of the association 
for the ensuing term. 
Dr. F. M. Shields 
stated that the object of the meeting was to 
raise funds sufficient to induce the pro­ 
jectors of the Electric Street Railway Com­ 
pany to build their line along if street, 
from Fifteenth to Twenty-eighth, thence on 
Twenty-eighth street to Y street. 
The 
builders of the road would, of course, go 
the route that would pay them the hest, 
and M-street property owners who know 
the value of such a road m ust see to it that 
it passes their property, which would be 
greatly enhanced thereby. 
On motion the Chair appointed the fol­ 
lowing committee to solicit subscriptions 
and report at the next meeting: Messrs. 
George Murray, W. C. Farnsworth, W. 
Jacobs and N. L. Drew. 
The necessity of having a fire engine sta­ 
tioned in the Fourth W ard for the better 
protection of property was also discussed, 
and the following committee delegated to 
lay the m atter before the Board of Fire 
Commissioners at their meeting to-night: 
George Lichthardt, B. H. Covall, J. F. 
Richardson, E. K. Alsip and W. Cole. 
The street railway asks flat contributions 
of the property-owners along the proposed 
route, none of the money to be paid until 
the road is built, equipped and running, as 
per agreement, in front of their pre mises.

I will say 
in taking leave of General McComb, as 
W arden of this prison, we do so with the 
satisfaction of knowing that he performed 
his duty faithfully, earnestly and well. I 
have known the General for twenty-five 
years at least. 
1 have known him as well 
probably as any citizen of this State. I 
know that he has always stood high among 
the citizens of San Francisco, and the State 
in general, and that whatever position he 
has ¡¡¡led he has always done it creditably. 
I am satisfied—in fact know—that the 
position he i.-> now called upon to occupy’, 
that of Warden of San Quentin Prison, 
that he will fill it with the ¡ame ability and 
earnestness he has rilled evrry position 
that he ha3 oecuphd heretofore. 
I offer 
the resolution, gentlemen. 
Whereas. General John McComb lias been se­ 
lected as W arden for the State Prison at San 
Quentin, and is abxnt to reliie from the m an­ 
agement of the State Pri.ou at Kois:m, the State 
Board of Prison Directors, desirous of express­ 
ing their appreciation of his faithful attention 
to duty, and hB honest and efficient adm inis­ 
tration of the Folsom Prison w hile under his 
charge, do now resolve: 
That the State is to be congratulated in having 
an officer who not only possesses the attributes 
of a keen and sagacious business m an, but com 
bines w ith them also those rarer qualities of 
executive ability, and a com m and over men 
w hich have m ade him a m odel Prison W arden. 
The efficient and econom ical adm inistration 
of the prison under his charge < uring all the 
years he hits had control, the wonderful trans­
